Origin of Aztec Empire. 

The founders of the Aztec enrpire were 
gypsies of a tribe made up 6f the outcasts 
of neighboring tribes. Because of their vil- 
lainies they were driven by the surrounding 
tribes into the islands of the lake, in which 
the City of Mexico formerly stood. Gfadu- 
ally, however, they acquired military 
strength and conquered their neighbors. 

Their rule wae harsh and cruel with ‘the 


result that the mass of the people were not | 


a sturdy, independent race, but a downtrod- 
den one, only toolacustomed to submitting to 
a master. Ther did, however, possess @ 
sysiem of holding land in common, which 
gave to each Man a certain amount for culti-' 
vation, depending primarily upon the number; 
lof people he had to support. 

While the Aztecs governed considerable 
territory, they by no means ruled all of what 
is now Mexico. The Spaniard had little or 
no trouble extending his rule over these peo- 
ple, as his Z6vernment wag a far gentler one

Land Held by Villages. 

The conquerors gave to each Indian village 
a piece of land a league square. This land 
was always at the village, and as the In- 
dians had themselves lecated the villages it 
was riot only where they wanted it, but gen- 
erally was the best land in that locality. 
These league square pieces were held in 
common by thé vitlagers and cultivated ac- 
cording to the old Aztec system. Out of the 
rest of the land huge estates were given to 
individual Spaniards, who éstablished the 
feudal system. The Indians, remaining 
ignorant, teing of a submissive race, and 
knowing no higher standard, were on the 
whole fairly content.

WILSON APPROVES | 
BURLESON EXPOSE 


OF MAIL SERVICE| 


Postmaster General’s Friends 
Say He Regretted Necessity 
of Criticising Predecessor. 


DUTY TO REVEAL DEFIeIT| 


Large Sum May Be Required to 
Restore the Department to 
Its Former Efficiency. 


TASK FOR NEW ADMINISTRATION 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., June 1.—[Special.}— 
When Postmaster General Burleson exposed 
what is known in postal circles as the “ myth 
of Hitehcock,” he observed the policy of the 
Wilson administration to acquaint the public 
with all the facts in connection with the 
conduct of the preceding administration. 

Just as President Wilson repudiated ‘* dol- 
lar diplomacy,” as applied to the foreign re- 
lations of the government, and as Secretary 
McAdoo required government depositarios 
for/the first time to pay interest on money 
lent them by the government, so Mr. Burle- 
son has called the attention of the country to 
conditions existing in the postal service. 

The postmaster general regretted to take 
any action reflecting upon the course of his 
predecessor. His close friends say if he 
could have avoided it he would have done 
so. But he was face to face with the pros- 
pect of reporting to congress a deficit in 
connection with the administration of the 
postoffice department as against the repeat- 
ed declarations of Mr. Hitchcock that he had 
placed the service upon a self-sustaining 
basis. 


= 
Reason for Revealing Facts. 

The Democratic administration was in se- 
rious danger of being charged with extrava- 
gan¢e in contradistinction to Republican 
economy. . Under the circumstances, Mr. 
Burleson felt it was his duty to get the facts 
and present them to the people for their con- 
sideration. 

Mr. Burleson expects he will haveto recom- 
mend the outlay of a large sum of money in 
order to restore the postal service to {ts for- 
mer state of efficiency. The reports he has 
received—and the surprising thing about the 
matter is that they were\made by Mr. Hitch- 
cock’s lieutenants—show a deplorable condi- 
tion in many branches. Men and women 
were overworked as a result of failure to fill 
vacancies, and there disappeared the esprit 
de corps which is essential in the operation 
of a business machine. To add to Mr. Burle- 
son's troubles, Mr. Hitchcock, just before his 
retirement, filled many of the vacancies and 
made contracts for machines the expenges 
of which would have to be borne by the Dem- 


ppcratic administration. 


Thefts from Mail Bags. 


As an indication of the way in which the 
department was run down, reference is made 
to complaints received from American con- 
suls abroad of the theft of packages from 
mafi bags. It was discovered that the con- 
dition of the mail bags was such that it 
was an easy matter for’ thieves to stick 
their hands through rents and extract arti- 
cles therefrom. In one case a British con- 
sular agent Was so polite as to sew the mail 
bags himself in order to prevent the natives 


from helping themselves to Uncle Sam's 


mail, 

The question of the propriety of Mr. Barle- 
gon describing the condition of affairs in 
his department was considered at several 
cabinet meetings. It was decided he shoukd 
make public the reports of the committees 
he had set at work. This decision was in 
line with the policy of President Wilson from 
the beginning of his administration almost 
three months ago. The first condemnation 
visited upon the Taft administration was in 
connection with the policy of dollar diplo- 
macy. The president withdrew from the 
Chinese ‘loan negotiations and then issued a 
statement describing the attitude he had 
adopted with respect to Latin America. 


Banks Must Pay Interest. 

Mr. Wilson, after consultation with Secre- 
tary of the Treasury McAdoo, came to the 
conclusion that the policy hitherto pursued 
of lending government money to national 
banks without charging interest thereon was 
a species of special privilege which he could 


.not afford to approve. With his permission, 


Mr. McAdoo announced that 2 per cent inter- 
est would be imposed on all government 
money in the national banks after today. 

Another departure from the policy of the 
last administration, though this enters the 
realm of constructive work, is the recom- 
mendation of the secretary of the interior 
that the government build railroads in Alas- 
ka. The way was paved for this action by 
the Roosevelt administration in authorizing 
the construction of government cable and 
telegraph lines under the supervision of the 
army. 

There of course has been a reversal of the 
tariff policy of the last administration, and 
there promises to be a radical departure in 
connection with currency reform. So, too, In 
reference to the Philippine question, the 
Wilson administration will seek to solve it 
by arranging for the independence of the far 
castern archipelago. 

Important Measures Approved. 

The important measures of previous ad- 
ministrations which President Wilson and 
his cabinet officers have approved include 
the extension of the gereral arbitration 
treaties of 1908 with Great Britain and other 
countries; the treaty with Nicaragua re- 
epecting a proposed canal across that coun- 
try; the policy of prosecution of trusts, in- 
cluding the International Harvester com- 
pany and the United States Steel corporation, 
ard reforms in the army intended to make 
that branch of the government a more effec-

Statement by Senators. 

The senators’ statement explains the broad- 
ening of the investigation as follows: 

“The commission at previous hearings 
has concerned itself with the wages paid to 
working girleand women. It was learned that 
many women workers are receiving less than 
a living wage; thatis, that thelr weekly wage 
is insufficient to provide for twenty-one 
meals, a place to sleep, and the necessary 
clothing and amugements. These girls and 
women, it has been learned, are, in many 
Cases, forced to look to others, generally the 
fathers, to make up the deficit. 

“Tt would .eappear, therefore, that the 
wages paid to men have a certain definite 
connection with the wages paid to women 
and would legitimately come under the scope 
of the work of this commission. Experts in 
social work who have testified before. the 
commission, while disagreeing ae to the de- 


gree of relations between low wages paid to 


women and to vice, have been unanimous in 


placing ic conditions as one of the 
chief causes ¢ vice. 


Quote Prof. Graham Taylor. 

“Prof. Graham Taylor, in discussing tae 
meaning of this term at the last session of 
the commission, asserted that low wages 
paid to men had as much if not more to do 
with immorality than low wages to women. 

“The commission, in view of the evidence 
heard by it and the unanimity of opinion held 
by social and welfare workers, had thought 
advisable to devote at least one session to 
the question of men’s wages as directly and 
indirectly related to the welfare of the 
women of the state. 

* The commission will seek to establish a 
fair minimum upon which a men may sup- 


| port himself and family in the city of Chi- 
cago, and how many men, if any, are being 
paid less than this minimum. 


“It will also seek to ascertain what pro- 
portion, if any, of the working girls are 
forced into employment because of the in- 
sufficiency of the wage paid the parent. Also 
to what extent, if any, this Mmeufficiency of 


wage operates to lessen the number of mar-

Cooper and Election Board Will 
Oppose Delivery to Kers- 
ten’s Investigators. 


The first rea! clashes between the Cooper 
and Kersten special grand juries will come 
today ihn several spots, the most important 
being before the county board, which controls 
the funds necessary for the wanted investiga- 
tions. 

Special State's Attorney No. 1 Day already 
has asked that he be given funds sufficient 
for the investigation, as well ag a salary of 
$.W a day for his own work, and salaries for 
assistants and investigators. The county 
board members are said not to be friendly 
toward the Kersten grand jury, and Mr. 
Day's chances of getting the requested ap- 
propriation are slim. : 

Judge Cooper late last evening_nad not yet 
decided whom to appvint special prosecutor 
for his grand jury. He will name his man this 
morning. A nun:ber of names have been sug- 
gested ag being under consideration. Notice 
ot the calling of the special grand jury has 
been sent to. the county board by Judge 
Cooper, but no specific appropriation has 
been asked for. 


Board May Put Issue Off. 
Some think it probable when the board 
it -will defer action for an- 
other week until something has been done 
to determine the legality of the two inves- 
tigating bodies.

Mr. Palmer retired from public life after 
the world’s fair, but had been active,in phil- 
anthropic matters and in the management 
of ibis Detroit property, which is believed to 
be worth $5,000,000. He was an ardent motor- 
ist. Two years ago tie was badly injured in 
a collision with an interurban car, but ap- 
parently recovered from these injuries. 


Gave Park to Detroit. 

Among many public gifts werea tract of 140

Mr. Palmer acquired a large: fortune and 
Was considered one of the wealthiest men 
in the state. He always showed interest in 
political matters, but did.not enter active 
political life until his friends urged him to 
accept an appointment as member of the 
Michigan board of estimates in 1873. Five 


‘years later he was elected to the state sen- 


ate atid became a prominent figure in state 
politics. -He was the chairman of the legis- 
lative caucus which nominated Zach Chand- 
ler to the United States senate. 

In 1876 Mr. Palmér was defeated for the 
nomination for congress and in 1880 he was 
ati Uunsuteessful candidate for the guberna- 
torial nomination, These defeats were not 


- due to unpopularity but to pecullar political 


' conditions’ existing in Michigan at the time. 


Built Home in Washington. 

When Mr. Palmer became United States 
senator he purchased an estate of 657 acres 
near Washington and built himself a home 
there. After the expiration of his term he 
presented a @gonsiderable part of this estate 
to the city of.Washington fora park. 

Senator Palmer could have had a prominent

“There ought to be a minimum wage to 
enable every mam to teke his place among his 
fellows and not to be ground down to the 
level of a brute. I do not attempt to name 
just what the minimum wage ought to be, I 
leave that to practical men. But I insist it 
is a question of national importance and 
ought, to be taken up by the government. 
| “The investigation pmdertaken by, the 
| commission under Lieut. Gov.. O’Hara have 

been in the right direction and have accom- 
plished good resulta, but even the state has 
not sufficient authority to bring the question 
to a finality... It ought to be-the-concern of 
the national government.

The people at large 
did not know or paid them no heed. 

Yet, Col. Roosevelt has done a public serv- 
ice by nailing the specific libel made in the 
Iron Ore. The lie upon which it was 
based had been given a wider currency than 
Wall street yatns weird enough to be self- 
repudiating.

while it is not ready for war or for de- 
fense, is not so weak or so abject. | The 
fundamental question now at issue with 
Japan is on¢ of sovereignty, of our right to 
say who shall be admitted to be citizens. 
That is an issue upon which the United 
States will fight to the end if necessary, 
and Mr. Bryan cannot afford to go on the 
assumption that peace talk in the United 
States will settle that issue, if the Jap- 
anesé aggressive party is able to influence 
Japanese opinion on the delicate racial 
question involved. 

Dr. Jordan’s assumption that only war 
talk in: America is a dangerous factor 
in the present situation is contrary. to 
fact, and while Dr. Jordan makes 4 prac- 
tice of denying or ignoring all facts jin- 
compatible with his dogmatic préassump- 
tions, Mr. Bryan must not be led into 
so dishonest and destructive an error. 

By abolishing human nature Dr. Jor- 
dan has abolished |war in the world 
is dreaming or pretending. We have a 
right to: demand that Mr. Bryan, or if not 
Mr. Bryan, then the president, shall face 
the facts and all the facts, The foolish 
assumption that because a nation cannot 
afford to go to war she will not has no 
foundation .in human experience, and 
while the factors making for peace be- 
tween the Japanese and American nations 
are, happily, very influential and, we 
hope, controlling, they do not dispose of 
the factors threatening war.

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VILLAGE SCHOOL PLAN. 
N Minnesota Dr. E. B.;Hoag is concen- 
trating on rural and village schools. 
The plan of the state board of health is 
to have the rural schools inaugurate and 
carry out school inspection. Itis true 
that they have a plan for large cities like 
Minneapolis, St. Paul, and Duluth—a plan 
that calls for medical officers and school 
nurses. They have another plan for towns 
large enough to employ school nurses. 

The plan upon which they are laying most 
stress just now is one for nonmedical health 
surveys, to be made by the teachers. This 
plan is for communities that feel they cannot 
afford either school physicians or school 
nurses, | : 

The essence of their pian lies in this 
statement: Nocommunity need wait for the 
employment of a medical officer in order 
to begin sensible health observation of schoo! 
children. 


~~ 

The plan consists in having written an- 
swers to a series of simple questions. Some 
of these questions may properly relate to 
simple mattersof schoolroom hygiene. Some 
of them relate to conditions of the pupils 
themselves, Some of .the questions can be 
answered by the teacher, and some by the 
parent; but most of them are designed to be 
answered by the pupil. | 

The questions, therefore, are simple, and 
the answers called for express the pupil’s 
point of view. The teachers can translate 
that to the point of view of the sanitarian. 

The state board furnishes the questions 
and answers. Dr Hoag travels about the 
state visiting schools, installing the system 
and unraveling the snarls that arise in its 
operation. 


— 

Under the head of sanitary survey of 
schools, such simple questions. are asked as: 

“Is damp sweeping practiced? Are all 
windows thrown open at recess? . Are par- 
ents notified of physical defects? ” 

Under the head of personal hygiene and 
physical condition are such simple ques- 
tions as: 

“How often do you have headache? Do 
you snore? Do you breathe through your 
mouth? How many colds have you had 
since school opened? ’’ 

Prof. Wood of Teachers’ college, Colum- 
bia university, says there is something off in 
15,000,000 of the 20,000,000 American school 
children. Many of these troubles are in 
schools that cannot hopé to have an elaborate 
school inspection. A large percentage of 
them the pupil can and will tell about in his 
way, if given a chance.

Is there eny~ 
thing I can put om my neck, arm, and shoul- 
dere before going into the water thet will 
toughen the ekin, or ie there anything I 
can. put om afterward which will at least pre- 
vent blistering? Last summer, at the sea~ 
shore, I was told that putting on vinegar 
before going into the water would prevent 
burning, but {t did no good.”

Neither vinegar nor any other chemical will pre- 
vent sunburn. By carefully tanning you can pre- 
vent it. White skin allows the actinio rays of the 
light to penetrate. Where white skin is exposed 
gradually, it turns brown by reason of pigment de- 
posited in the cells. The brown skin stops the 
actinic rays. 

The plan should be to graduate the exposures 60 
as to brown the skip without infaming it. By 
taking precautions, such as covering with sand 
or a wrap when out of the water and beginning 
with a short exposure and gradually increasing it, 
you should tan but not blister. 

The remedy then is not in the application of 
drugs, but is in systematic, orderly tanning.

this connection a curious story is cur- 

rent in certain financial circles in Paris, and 
in the @iplomatic chancelleries of Europe, 
regarding the premature outbreak of the 
war in the Balkans last autumn. 

Some little time before hostilities com- 
menced Nicholas sent his minister plenipo- 
tentiary in France to a leading Parisian fi- 
nancier, requesting, as usual, a loan. The 
financier declined in ag polite language as he 
could muster, and then, as the diplomat was 
about to leave the room suddenly called him 
back from the door and remarked: 

* Look here! I1 know there is trouble im- 
pending in the Balkans and that war is im- 
minent. If I can know four days in ad- 
vance the date of the final declaration of 
war I will place 3,000,000 francs at the dis- 
posal of the king; not as a loan, but as a 
gift. a 

It may be recalled that the date of the 
commencement of hostilities was repeatedly 
adjourned, owing to the inability to get all 
the allies ready for a simultaneous start. 
Finally Nicholas, badly in need of the 3,000,- 
000 francs awaiting him, lost patience with 
the other membees of the coalition, that is 
to say, Greece, Bulgaria, and Servia, and 
notified the banker at Paris that come what 
may, he himself would start hostilities five 
days later 

For the next four days the financier played 
for a fall in the - various stock markets of 
western Europe, realizing an enormous sum 
when the crash came. For, true to his word, 
Nicholas started the war on the day prom- 
ised, disconcerting his allies, and also the 
great powers, which were busily engaged tn 
endeavoring to avert hostilities, It was only 
some days later that the other Balkan king- 
dooms joined in the conflict. 

Of course, King Nicholas got his 3,000,000 
frances, and it is these that are responsible 
for what many regarded as the premature 
inauguration of hostilities by Montenegro. 
Of course, it was a considerable gamble for 
Nicholas, since there was always the re- 
mote possibility that his allies would leave 
him tn the lurch, to fight Turkey alone. But 
then he is a born gambler, and, indeed, most 
of his financial difficulties arise from his 
many sided cult of the goddess of chance.

Lady Kinloss, peeress in her own right and 
daughter of the third and last Duke of Buck- 
ingham and Chandos, has just come into a 
considerable fortune, and an estate known as 
Langton, in Forfarshire, through the death of 
Lady Harvey, daughter of Sir Robert Har- 
vey. There is a curious story attached to 
this fortune and bequest, which Lady Kin- 
loss owes to her descent from Alexander 
Gavin, who was beadile and sexton of the 
parish church of Linan, Forfarshire, in the 
early part of the eighteenth century. 

In the time of Alexander Gavin's father, 
who was also beadle of the parish church of 
Lunan, a Dutch vessel was wrecked in Lu- 
nan bay, and its captain was hospitably en- 
tertained in the beadle’s house. The friend- 
ship thus formed resulted in the eventual 
martiage of the Dutch captain to the’ old 
beadle’s daughter, Catherine, who proceeded 
with her husband to Holland, where he made 
a fortune in trade. Alexander Gavin, after 
succeeding his father as beadle, married, 
and had a son of the nafne of David: who 
while a young man joined his uncle and aunt 
in Holland, became a partner in the busi- 
ness, and made a large fortune of his own, 
besides inheriting that of his uncle and aunt. 
He thereupon returned to Scotland. 

David Gavin's first care was to provide lib- 
erally for the comfort of his parents, and 
in 1758 He purchased from,the Cockburn 
familywethe beautiful estate of Langton. In 
1770 he married Lady Betty Maitland, a@ 
daughter of the seventh Earl of Lauderdale. 
His only daughter by this marriage became 
Merchioness of. Breadalbane. She left the 
Langton estate and the Gavin fortune to 
ber eldest daughter, Lady Elizabeth Pringle, 


of Montenegro’s,«. the younger daughter béing Mary Duchess 


of Buckingham. 


Lady Pringle had two daughtere—mamely: 
Mrs. Baillie Hamilton and Lady Harvey, 
each of whom succeeded in turn to the Lang- 
ton estate and Gavin fortune. Leaving no 
iseue, the entire property now passes to 
Mary Duchess of Buckingham’s grand- 
daughter, Lady Kinlosa. 

Lady Kinloss’ peerage, a Scotch barony 
created in 1601 in favor of Sir Pdward Bruce, 
who was twice Scottish ambassador to Eng- 
land during the reign of Queen Pllizabeth 
and who took his title from Kinloss Abbey, 
of which he had been the commendator in 
1503, is a curtous one, It was made out with 
remainder to the heirs maile of the first lord, 
and failing them to his heirs whatsoever, 
and failing them, to his assignees. That is 
to say, if all of the heirs of blood were to dia 
out, the last of them would be able -to be- 
queath the peerage to a perfect stranger, by 
means of will as a legatee, This is the only 
British honor which is descendable in this 
peculiar manner. 

Lady hinhoss, however, owes the possession 
of this peerage to her descent through the 
distaff side of the house and from the first 
Lord Kinloss, her father, the third and last 
Duke of Buckingham and of Chandos, having 
been tenth Lord Kinloss. His dukedom be- 
came extinct on his death in 1889, when his 
earldom of Temple went to his nephew, Gore 
Langton, of Newton Park, his viscounty of 
Cobham to his cousin, Lord Lyttleton, and his 
barony of Kinloss to his daughter, who up to 
that time had been known as Lady Mary Mor- 
gan, having married the late Maj. Luis Mor- 
gan of the Lancaster regiment. 


-~o 

She inherited from her father, along with 
the barony of Kinloss, the great palace of 
Stowe, in Buckinghamshire, which, with the 
fortune which she has now inherited, she 
will ‘be able to keep up better than in times 
past. In fact, the expense of maintaining 
Stowe has compelled her to let it whenever 
she could find a tenant, and it was occupied 
from the time of his exile from France unti! 
his death by the Comte de Paris, and after- 
ward by Baron de Forest. 

It is approached by a magnificent avenue 
of elms, over two miles in length, througb 
a stately Corinthian arch, sixty feet high, the 
facade of the building being no less than 1,000 
feet in length. The main floor of the man- 
sion is reached by an immense flight of steps, 
of which a famous wit remarked that “ there 
is no getting out of the house after dinner 
without tumbling down a flight of steps as 
high as St. Paul’s.”’ The kitchen of Stowe is 
one of the features of the place, and its open 
grate is in proportion to the vastness of 
the palace, holding a full ton of coal at atime. 

Another feature is the cedar wainscoting 
of the private chapel, the carvings of which 
date from Elizabethan times, while the cei!- 
ing of the great Mbrary contains no fewer 
than 719 quartering of the family arms of 
the Temples, the Grenvilles, the Newtons, 
the Chandoses, and the Kinlosses. The 
pleasure grounds, extending over 1.000 acres, 
conetitute the finest example of landscape 
gardening in the United Kingdom, and are 
immortalized in the verses of Pope and in 
the prose of Horace Walpole. On the death 
of Lady Kinloss, her peerege, and Stowe, 
will pass to her eldest son, now known as 
the master of Kinloss, who is a captain of 
the Rifle brigade. He is now 26 years of 
age. °

END OF HEATED CONTEST. 


Indiana Christian Chureh 
Almost Double Jackson 
Boulevard Count. 


The Sunday schoo! attendance contest te- 
tween the Calumet Avenue Christian church 
of Hammond, Ind., and the Jackson Boule- 
vard Christian church of Chicago resulted 
yesterday in victory for the Indiana congre- 


' gation. 


Brass bands, automobiles, and special cars 
from nearby points swelled the Hammond et- 
tendance to 1,208. The Chicago c h mus- 
tered 631. The Rev. Cecil Sharp of Ham- 
mond, who challenged, was enthusiastic over 
the victory. The Rev. Austin Hunter of the 

Chicago congregation admitted defeat, but 
attributed it in part to tricks. 

The Hammond Sunday school had only 800 
members one month ago when the contest 
opened. The next Sunday the number had 
doubled, and one week later it was ‘tripled. 
On that Sunday the Hammondites aeserted 
the Chicago church held a joint meeting with 
another Sunday school and in that way un- 
duly increased its attendance. Every effort 
Was put forth to. swell the attendance yes- 
terday beyond any dispute. 


Autos Go Into Country. 

Early in the day automobiles went out from 
Hammond into the country; communities. 
Special cars were arranged for from’ Tolli- 
son, Indiana Harbor, Whiting, East Chicago, 
and Gary. Both religious fervor and local 
pride were appealed to. Brass bands were 
Sent out in Hammond. 

- Business men, professional 
“nen and babies wete enrolled. There were 
two bald-head classes. Those that hadn't 
aTown hair yet and those who had lost what 
they had. The classes filled the church, the 
skating rink in the basement, the furnace 
room, and overflowed inte the ceal bunkers. 
When the official count was made at 9:30 in 
the morning the aftendance numbered 1,208. 

“ Chicago is harder to move than a small 
place like Hammond,” said Mr. Hunter, who 
took the defeat good naturedly. ‘TI believe 
our church will get the most permanent good 
out of the eontest,’’ he said, **‘ because our 
increase in attendance is not an unduly in- 
flated one. We resorted to no tricks to win 
the contest. We had 634 present today and 
we have ‘exceeded 600 twice before. 

“It was reported we called in another 
school to help us. There is no foundation 
for this report. 

“Two weeks ago we were 1,100 points 
ahead of the Hammond j«chool. We‘then 
were accused of buying points because our 
‘collection Was So large. and,according tothe 
rules, each nickel contributed scored one 
point. The Hammond school wanted credits 
for contributions eliminated, as it was on 
that point the Valparaiso wen over the Ham- 
mond school in a contest just preceding this 
one. The Valparaiso schoal raised $300 in 
We vielded to this point 
and gave the Hasamicnd school all the ad- 
vantage they asked for.’’ 


Method of Scoring. 

The’ points on which each school scored, 
Dr. Hunter explained, wére: New pupils, 5 
points; dttendance of each pupil, I point; at- 
tendance on time, 1 point; every nickel in the 
collection, 1 point; each. Bible brought, 2 
points; for every teacher or officer who failed 
to. be in their places by 9:30 a. m., ten min- 
utes before the session began, 5 points were 
deducted. ‘The school failing to report to 
the other its score by 10:30 a. m. would lose 
lOO points.

Goodwin Thinks Displays Would Set 


Example to Other Nations. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPOK DENT.) 

Washington, D. C., June 1-—[Special.}j— 
American war ships of the future will bristle 
with harvesters, plows, hay loaders, safety 
razors, fireless cookers, punctureless auto- 
mobile tires, vacuum cleaners, electric fans, 
coffee percolators, and other implements of 
peace if congress takes the advice of Repre- 
sentative W. 8. Goodwin of Arkanses. 

Mr. Goodwin will introduce in the house to- 
morrow a bill authorizing the display of ex- 
hibits of American manufactures on all craft 
of the United States navy. He thinks the 
navy would not be a dead loss if in this way 
it coulda ‘engage in commercial warfare in 
times of peace and acquaint foreign peoples 
with the virtues of American products. 


Has Vision of Exhibits. 

Mr. Goodwin sees a vision of dreadnaughts 
and cruisera blooming with examples of 
American craftsmanship, carpets, wall pa- 
per, mission furniture, ready made clothing, 
shoes, canned foods, hats, underwear, type- 
writers, and countless other articles of do- 
mestic manufacture. 

The bill provides that the secretary of the 
navy shall report to the secretary of com- 
merce the extent and character of all space 
on al) naval vessels that might be devoted 
temporarily to. such exhibits. 

‘Opposed to- senseless multiplication of 
useless battleships,” said Mr. Goodwin to- 
night, ‘I see no réason why those we have 
built at-so great an expense should not be 
used in advancing American trade before 
they rot and become junk: Our strength and 
security lies not in) battleships and dread- 
naugbts so much as in our isolation, the ab- 
sence of entangling alliances, and our peace- 
ful pursuits. 


Cites Need of Example.

armament. This moment, when Europe isan 
armed camp and England. equips eyen mer- 
chantmen with complements of guns, would, 
to my mind, bea proper time to set the whole- 
some example of converting costly and 
menacing engines for war to the peaceful 
mission of displaying American handicraft in 
the world's eager markets.

U. S.. Department Report. Shows

Washington, D C.. June 1.—An attempt to 
limit immigration from southern Europe and 
Asiatic countries without the use of the 
“literacy. test ’’ upon which President Taft 
placed his disapproval is embodied in a bill 
to be introduced In the senate tomorrow by

had for ite object afiy such system of gen- 
eral education, small land holdings, by a 
numerous class, and general political heety 
—for it hed not. 

In the first place, the mass of the people 
being ignorant Indians, they were not ready 
to exercise the-fullest political liberty. In 
the second place, the richer upper classes 
were not demdécratic at heart, but merely 
struggling to free themselves from the 
monopolies and trade restrictions which were 
imposed: to the detriment of themeelves and 
for the benefit of the Spaniards in Spain. 


Still Dominated by Spaniards. 


The Spanish political power was driven out, 
but the individual Spaniard remained. The 
upper class Mexican remained Spanish at 
heart, in principles and ideas as well ag in 
language. In other words, as far as the ig- 
nora:'t Indian was concerned, his position 
was exactly‘as before. [ 


While in most cases professing to dislike | 


the Spaniard, th ot remains as a good in- 
cation of the true feeling of the Mexicens 
that they made no attempt to help the Cubans 
in their wars for independence, but did want 
to build @ battleship for Spain when the 
United States attacked it because of Cuba. 

Out of the series of disorders succeeding 
and occurring with the ousting of Spain the 


war with.the United States and downfall of . 


Maximilian, Porfirio Diaz came tothe front, | 
establishing himself by force as president of 
Mexico. Undoubtedly at that time he was 
merely an ambitious, unscrupulous man de- 
termined to get all he could for himself. 
Such patriotic motives as he may heve hac 
were subordinate to his selfish desires. 
While it by no means wae true of all the 
officials of hie government, it was undoubt- 
edly true of the majority of them that they 
“were not men of high motives, but unscrupu- 
jous ones who found it safer and more profit- 
able to be appointed jefé politico under 
Diaz's administration than risk being shot 
or hanged as a bandit or a revolutionary. 
Entry of Foreign Capitan. 

From the first Diaz made i evident thet 
his supporters would prosper am hie efe- 
mies would die. The methods by which both 
these ends were attained were not considered 
important. Diag saw the importance of and 
profit in developing ‘the country, saw that 
neither the upper class nor bower class Mex 
ican would or could do it, so encouraged the 
entry of foreign py and the necessary 
foreigners to handle it. « 

This entry of foreign: apital and foreign- 
ers, the growth of the; -Cientifico party, and 
the failure of Diaz, not to give his unprepared 
people real self-government, but to educate 
them and start them on the path which 
would ultimately lead to it, are the main 


- points in Diaz's jong administration of Mex- 


ico. 

The entry of foreigners with foreign cap- 
ital has benefited Mexico and .the Mexicans 
in more ways than one. :It has put money 
in circulation, furnished work with a higher 
wage than they had ever known before to 
thousands, of Mexicans, and cannot fail in 
time to miake a visible impression on th> 


e 


Mexicans, excitingin them a desire for a 
higher standard of living. 


Main Blot on Diaz’s Regime. 

Until that desire is excited to the extent 
that it is sufficient to cause the owner of it 
to work both physically and mentally so that 
he may: satisfy it there can be no real prog- 
ress. 

The Cientifico party is the main blot on 
Diaz's régime and the main cause’.of the 
present disorder. While undoubtedly there 
were honorable men in this party and sincere 
well wishers for their country, the fact 
cannot be got around that thie party gov- 
erned Mexi@, not for the best interests of 


Mexico ard the Mexicans as a whole but for | 


te own selfish ends. 
The encéuragement which it gave to foreign 


enterprises was not because of the good | 


they did fhe country. but because of the profit 
im it to the party leaders. With this profit 
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urally did, complaints | would be. lodged 
against them and they would. be removed. 
New officials who would offer no objections 
would then be installed and the lands dis- 
posed of, generally to the nearest large land- 
owner. If the people were obstinate the. 
ruralés would he sent: {n to drive them ‘off. 
This frequently led to fights in which the 
people always got the worst of it, and only 


too frequently were killed in considerable | 
y numbers. | 


This sort of thing vient on all over the 
country. always to the detriment of the 
benefit of the members of 
This party got a 
firmer and firmer hold on the country, Un- 
til just before the end there is little doubt 
that Diaz was not aware of everything which 
Was going on. | 

During his apminigtration public schools 
were built and considerable money was spent 
supposedly for education.

Discontent Among the Peons, 

All these different cohditions made the peo- 
ple discontented without in any way training 
them to handle theirown affairs, Thua, while 
more discontented than in the beginning of 
Diaz’s régime, their ignorarice and inability 
to handle their own affairs is just as great. 

As Diaz grpw older, and as the necessity for 
acquiring money grew lesa, he developed. He 
also became patriotic. He saw that the tax 
as it i* at present, being primarily on the 
product of the land, and amounting to almost 
nothing on the land itself, was enabling the 
large oWners to keep their estates intact, 
while at the same time discouraging produc- 
tion. 

With the great power of the Cientifico par- 
ty, an attempt to change.thise would have led 


to hie downfall. Besides, he had other aims 


in his mind. The regaining from the United 
States of the territory lost in the Mexican 


war had become an ardent desire. This was, 


to be accomplished with the help of Japan. 
Thie wae his most fatal mistake. 

It is doubtful if the Madero revobution 
could have succeeded had it not been for the 
help extended|to it from across the Rio 
Grande. A strict enforcement of the neutral. 
ity laws would probably have insured an- 
other result. 


Ptot to Qust Madero. 

After Diaz's departure De la Barra was 
made president until the elections could be 
held. Madero was elected. Of the votes cast 
there is no doubt Madero received an over- 
whelming majority. The elections as usual 
were not fair|in that many were not per- 
mitted to vote,| Gustavo Madero saw to that. 

It has been said that Madero promised to 
divide up the land. That is not true. He 
promised a restoration of the lands wrong- 
fully taken away and a change in the system: 
of taxation so as to bring about a splitting 
up of the big estates. Before his inaugura- 
tion the army and the Clentifico party began 
plotting his downfall. While Madero may 
have been weak in that he did not execute 
his enemies when he had them in his hands, 
while he had too much respect for the laws | 
whose execution had done sé much to cause | 
the revolt,.there can be no doubt of his sin- | 
cerity, his honesty of purpose, and the fact 
that he was shamefully abandoned by those 
in whom he put his trust. 


Treachery of the Leaders. 

Orozco wanted $100,000 for his services, 
He got $50,000; so he revolted. The Terrazas 
family, owners of ome of the biggéet estates 
im the world, and others of the Cientifico 
party put Up $3,000,000 to support Orosco. 
Vasques Gomeg, one of Madero’s supporters, 
was minister of war under De la Barta. The 
congress left Over from Diaz voted $14,000,000 
for the hmpre@yement of Madero’s army. 
Gomes raised 3,000 rurales and sent them to 
Orozco, Knowing he was goimg to revolt. 
He was disappointed because he had wanted 
to be president. 

Zapata, kept in the field by Madero so that 
he would have some one to fall back upon, 
failed him in his hour of need, showing 
plainly he is a revolutionist merely for what 
he can get out of it. 

The generals ef Diaz's army kept in their 
positions by Madero planned and led the re- 
volt. which ended in his dqwnfall and death. 

They have set up a government of their 
own which is neither constitutional nor has 
it the support of the people. It is known 
as a provisional government, but shows no 
signs of letting the power escape from its 
hands unless forced to. Already there are 
signs of a disagreement between it and the

Russian to Be Tried for Murder of 
Boy, Whose Body Was Stabbed 
Forty-seven Times.

ST. PETERSBURG, June 1.—The ministry 
of justice has ordered the trial in June or 
early in July of Mendel BeiWiss, accused of 
the murder of a Christian boy, Andrew Yush- 
chinsky, on March 25, 1911, near Kieff. It fs 
announced that the prosecutor will uphold 
the theory of ritual murder and that prob- 
ably the trial will be held behind closed 
doors. ° | 

The mutilated body of Andrew Yushchin- 
eky, aged 13, was discovered in a stmnall cave 
on @ suburban holding just outside Kieff. 
The hands were tied behind the back and 
the post mortem examination revealed no 
fewer than forty-seven wounds. 

Beillies, who was a clerk in a brick factory 
near by, was arrested on the charge of being 
directly concerned in the murder. He has 
been held in close confinement ever since. | 
According to the official medical evidence 
quoted in the indictment, all the wounds 
were inflicted while the boy was alive. 

Numerous witnesses haye been examined,

Zelder and Borton left last night with thé 
White Sox, but will get off the train at Ale 
bany to join their new teammates in New 
York. Chase will don his White Sox uniform 


when the Callahans play their first gamein 


Boston on Tuesday. Just where Chance will 
use Zeider, who was most desired of the pair 


of Chicagoans, is not known, but it isthought . 


he will place the star utility man at second 
base, 

Borton probably will play his first game 
with the Yankees in the outfield and it is 
likely that Chance will be back tomorrow at 
his old position. Borton also may be used ag 
a substitute for first base. 


Trade Pleases Comiskey. 

The trade was pleasing to Comiskey. Age 
first baseman the Sox owner regards Chase 
aa one of the best in the game. 

“ Of course, I regretted to see Rollie Zeider 
go,” said Comiskey last night, “ but we were 
sadly in need of some one to plug the hole at 
first base. I think we have one of the great- 


est first basemen in either league in Chase, 


He is a smart ball player, an exceptionally 
brilliant fielder, and a strong batter.” _ 
Chase was born in Los Angeles Feb. 18, 
1888, making him a few months over 30 years 
old, He ia 6 feet in height and weighs about 
170 pounds. He throws left handed, but is 
ambidexterous as a batter. His prominence 
as @ player sprouted out In his college daysat 
Santa Clara college, in 1902-08. The follow. 


ing year he played his first professional game 
at Victoria, B. C. 


With New Yerk Since 1905. é 

Since 1905 Chase has been with the Yankees, 
with the exception of a few games at the 
tail end of the 1908 season, when he be- 
came dissatisfied and jumped to the Stock. 
ton team of the California State league, 
Chase immediately was blacklisted, but the 
ban was removed the following spring. In 
1911 he was made manager of the Yankees, 
but held the position only one year. -He was 
succeeded by Harry Wolverton, who in time 
gave way to Chance. 


During eight years as a member of the 
Yankees Chase.has batted an average of 
285. His first season was his poorest, when 
he swatted at a .245 clip. The next year he 
bloomed into a real slugger, swatting the 
ball at a .828 gait. Since that time he has hit 
around the .285 mark with consistency. As 6 
fielder Chase’s work is even better than his bat- 
ting. For eight years the averages show he has 
fielded between .976 and .961, his best year being 
1910, when he hit the higher mark. 

Chase has fallen off considerably in his batting 
this year, according to recent averages. In thirty- 
five games he has batted .216, but this ts not at 
all surprising in view of the poor showing the 
Yankees have made with the stick this season. Even 
Cree of New York, who hit over the 330 mark 
in 1912, is well down the list. A change of pa,- 
ture probably will bring out Chase’s real hitting 
ability.

Last year Chase hit .274and fielded 979. Borton 
who took part in thirty-one games, batted (871 and 
fielded .997. Zeider swatted .245 and fielded .979 
as a first baseman and .938 as athird sacker.

After25 Years She Wins: 
“a $600,000 


HE death of a little boy as a result of 
being run over by a drunken wagon driver 
cauesd his mother to devote her life to 
temperance work, and resulted in the erec- 
tion of the Temple at La Salle and Mon- 

roe streets through the efforts of the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance union. 

That Was a quarter of a century ago.: Yes- 
terday that boy’s mother, Mrs. Matilda B. 
Carse, president of the board of Temple 
trustees, in her apartment in the Brewster on 
Diversey parkway announced enough pledges 
had been made to assure the women the owner- 
ship of the entire capital. stock of $600,000 in 
the Temple. 

“The death of my little son,” said Mrs. 
Carse, indicating a picture, “also has aided me 
fn keeping up the fight for 25 years to hold 
the Temple far-the women who have fought the 
liquor traffic. Even the national officers of the 
W. C. T. U. have sought to have us abandon 
the fight, and national conventions have voted 
against us when aid was needed. 7 

The Temple trustees will’meet on Wednesday 
morning at 10 o’clock in Mrs, Carse’s apart- 
ment for the annual session. Arrangements 
then will be completed to ca in the ¢con- 
ditional pledges and arrange for taking over 
the remaining eapital stock. Plans for the 
payment of the bond issue also will be ten- 
tatively discussed. 

The land en which the Temple stands was 
leased by the late Marshall Field for 200 
years, The building cost $1,265,000. The capt- 
tal stock, amounting to $600,000, was sub- 
scribed by many noted Chicagoans, including 
Mr. Field and the late R. . Crane. About 
$60,000 in stock was taken by W. C. T. U. 
workers. In selling every share of stock the 
Women Temperance Building association held 
an option of repurchase within a period of 
years on paymerit of 5 per cent interest. The 
women eventually obtained a majority of the 
stock: by issuing $300,000 in collateral bonds, 
which have been retired. The bond issue also 
is for $600,000, most of which was held by 
Mr. Field and presented to the Kield Museum 
of Natural History as part of his endowment 
gift. ae ; 

With the formal acquisition of the entire cap- 
ital stock the building will be dedicated as the 
“ Frances E. Willard Memorial,” and it is. hoped 
to hold the ceremony on the birthday anniver- 
sary of the famous temperance worker, Sept.28. 

The income from rentals is more than suffi- 

cient for the upkeep.

“There is danger,” he said, “that you will get 
lost in the crowd and dodge your personal re- 
sponsibility.” ' 

He feared that, unless individuality be given

‘play, the race will be reduced to. a dead level of 


mediocrity. 

“You are not,’ he declared, “ merely a num- 
ber in an endless, imperishable procession, but, 
in sight of Jehovah, a person.”

Chickens and Garden Help. ~™ 

My family consists of myself, husband, and 
two little girls. My husband makes only 
$75 per month and by strict economy we are 
‘able to live more comfortably than most of 
our friends who have the same income. We 
prefer living in the suburbs to the modern 
apartment. By so doing we ean have chick- 
ens and a garden, which reduces the grocery 
bill. I pay cash for all my. groceries, and 
always buy in quantities. There are many 
possibilities in combinations of simple and 
inexpensive foods, the attractiveness depend- 
ing entirely on the method of cooking. In 
providing economic and nutritive food it is 


- well to study the value of the dried legumes— 


navy beans, red kidney beans, lima beans, 
split peas, and lentils. When potatoes are 
beyond the reach of the modest purse there 
are many excellent substitutes, such as mac- 
aroni, rice, and hominy. I do all my own 
baking and sewing. Some time ago I took 
lessons in millinery and can now trim my own 
and my little girls’ hats. This in itself is no 
small item. Never rush down with each ap- 
proach of the season to purchase material 
for either dresses or hats. Wait a few weeks. 
The same purse will then buy what is worth 
making up. Always lay by a few dollars and 
watch the merchants’ ads, when you can prob- 
ably buy suitable material for one-third less 
than on the ordinary day, Talk this mat- 
ter of economy over often with your husband 
—this economic problem should not be a one 
Perhaps you could induce him 
to reduce his cigar bill. It seems only a small 
matter, but it is these little economies which 
count in the end. Let every member of the 
family add their mite, for this problem of re- 
ducing the cost of living does not or should 
not rest entirely with the wife or mother.

A Family of Five. 


We have a farrily of five, three being under 8. 
Our expenses far food monthly are: Groceries, 
$18; meat, $2.50 or less; milk, $2.40. Groceries 
include kerosene, which I use for my oll stove 
on which I do all cooking and laundry. It in- 
cludes also the grain I buy for the chickens. 
We keep twenty chickens. They more than pay 
for their keep. Last month we got 285 eggs, 
most of which we ate, though this month I 
shall sell some hatching eggs at $1 a setting. 
I cook up potato peelings for them and give 
them table scraps, besides $2 worth of grain a 
month. We keep pure bred fowls, as they pay 
best, and sometimes sell a young cockerel at a 
fancy price. We do not try to raise more than 
thirty-five little ones a year; that is enough to 
replenish our stock and to eat. Instead of but- 
ter I color four pounds of oleomargarine week- 
ly. I do my own baking and do not purchase 
fancy cookies or canned stuff. Cinnamon rolls, 
raisin bread, etc., please the children. A 60 cent 
pot roast lasts three meals, and 15 cents’ worth 
of beef liver is more than enough for dinner. 
Shoulder, pork can be bought with little bone 
and sliced.to fry at home, being cheaper than 
chops. Bacon bought in the chunk and sliced 
at home goes far and none need be wasted. The 
woman who plans things and takes time for 
preparation can Save more than she who half 
an hour before a meal hurries t6é the grocery or 
meatygmarket to-get her dinner material.

The suggestions in your column have greatly 
interested me. I want to contribute my convic- 
tions ‘on the subject. So many young people 
‘who are trying to fight the high oost of living 
in the cities would be infinitely better off in the 
country if they only knew it. Now I don’t mean 
a flat in Evanston, nor yet in Berwyn, but a 
snug little tenant house on some midwestern 
fdrm. O brave young householders, fathers of 
growing families, wearers of shiny suits, earn- 
érs of slender stipends, don’t gasp in dismay 
and murmur “Hired man,” for-I know whereof 
I speak. 

Listen: We pay our “man” $35 a month. In 
addition we furnish all their fuel, their house 
and garden land, we pasture their cows, and 
there is always a team at their disposal] for rec- 
reation. They rgise a great many chickens and 
butcher their own meat. Nature helps her sons 
who live close to her. There are always little 
pigs, calves, colts, costing little money and 
growing into great value. Why, when I read 
about some of you city folk eating butterine 
watering the milk, going without breakfast, it 
just makes me sick! Get out into the countre® 
and raise your childr@n on the fat of the land. 
Our rural schools are constantly improving. 
Suppose you had‘to start in the “hired man” 
way. You could save your salary almost intact 
and in two or three years you'd be fartning for 
More than one young couple have left 
us in that way. Don’t be afraid of class distinc- 
tion, for it isn’t much in vogue with us. Why 
as I look up across our lovely fields my hus- 
band’s figure moves supperward in friendly 
companionship with the “hired man,” ‘and as

What Four Girls Did. 


Four business girls rented a three room steam 
heated flat on the third floor for $25 a month. 
They screened the back porch and furnished it 
with four single cot beds. The parlor was also 
furnished very simply and the single. large bed- 
room was used as a‘ dressing room. A cheap 
closet was built along the entire side of the 
room and, divided, made generous closet space 
for each. The kitchen was used also as a dining 
room. White oilcloth and paper napkins took 
the place of linen for the table.

Another white sauce which is more like 
ours of this name is called by Sig. Artusi, 
who advises its use in many of his recipes, 
especially for chicken, caulifiower, beans, etc, 
‘ balsamella,” a name that may be exclusively 
his own, since it is not in the dictionary. 
Here it is: 
BALSAMELLA.—This sauce is equal to the 
French bechamel, if it is not more compli- 
cated. Place in a saucepan on the fire a table- 
spoon of flour and a piece of butter the size 
of an egg. Melt and mix together with a 
wooden spoon, and when the mixture isa nut 
color turn a pint or more milk on it, a little 
at a time, stirring continually with a wooden 
Spoon until you have a cream of milk color. 
This is the balsamella, If it should seem too” 
thick, add some more milk; if too thin, put 
back on the fire with another piece of butter 
kneaded -with flour. A good balsamella is a 
base and the principal ‘secret of fine cooking. 
The meat juice is the favorite sauce for the 
endless macaronis, but the soffritto (a. little 
bacon and herbs) is much: used in its place, 
and often a sauce made of a mixture of 
strained and cooked vegetables... ue 
In one Italian cookery book there are sev- 
eral pages devoted to the elements for making 
sauces. The introductory statement is to the 
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effect that the principal things needed for 
sauces are an excellent broth, a good con- 
sommé, meat juice, and strainers. To these 
fundamental things must be added the bunch 
of herbs so universally used in Italy, various 
aromatic vinegars which are prepared at 
home, spices of many sorts, the caramella 
(which we call “kitchen bouquet”. and which 
the English call “browning,” a thing which 
good English housewives have no use for), 
cress juice, spinach green (for green sauces), 
lard, and some soffritto.

The soffritto of onions is one used in many 
of the recipes: | 

SOFFRITTO OF ONION.—Put some onion 
chopped fing into a frying pan with butter 
and sweet herbs, like celery, parsley, little 
Carrots, little peppers, eto. Wet with water 
or broth and add to it spices to taste. When 
the onion is cooked, dry out the wetness and 
let it take a little color in such a way that it 
will not burn. 

MILK SAUCE.—Take the above soffritto 
and add to it some good} milk or cream, mix- 
ing it well together and s@xring for about a 
quarter of an hour, when tke sauce is cooked, 
You may add, if you like, some butter, some 
grated Parmesan cheese, and also an egg yolk, 
being careful in adding these things that the 
sauce does not boil. : 

ITALIAN SAUCH.—Make the soffritto as 
above, adding to the onions chopped shalots 
and afterwards white wine, meat juice, and 
some tomatoes or tomato conserve. .Boil down 
and serve. . | | 

PIQUANT SAUCH.—Make the soffritto with 
onion; add some grated bread; make it to 
take a good color, sprinkle with flour, and 
mix well. Wet with broth and a half glass 
of vinegar.or an aromatic vinegar, adding a 
clove of chopped garlic, salt, pepper, and 
grated nutmeg. Boil ail together on a low 
fire until the mixture becomes of the right 
consistency.

Carrots are sup- 
posed to clear the complexion when cooked in 
any form. Onions, boiled, are said to purify the 
blood. Corn will fatten one more rapidly than 
any other vegetable, excepting perhaps potatoes. 

Rice is the most nourishing grain known: 
the Chinese and Japanese races practically live 
upon it/in place of meat or any other food. 
But all of these foods must be cleanly and 
thoroughly Cooked to bring about the results. 

The American cooking is probably the worst 
in tiie world. And most American plan ote) 
cooking, where everything is boiled, stewed, or 
baked in one way, would ruin the stomach of an 
ostrich. No purely cooked food can harm ‘us if 
eaten in a normal fashion. 

Time should be taken to eat, if it is only a 
sandwich. Mastication should be thorough to 
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insure’ perfect digestion. Many men’ who have 
in their struggle for the mighty dollar just 
taken a piece of pie and a glass of milk to 
nourish them at the noon hour shortened their 
lives years by this method of eating.

The companies writing personal accident 


. Insurance are again endeavoring to bring 


about some reforms in their policy contracts, 
‘4 movement of this nature was started last 
year when a committee was appointed by 
the International Association of Casualty 
and Surety Underwriters, commonly known 
as the “ friis ? committee. This committee 
was chafged with the duty of eliminating 
from the modern day accident policy many 
of the various features that have been ifn- 
jected into it. owing to competitive forces. 

Varidus side issues have been hitched to 
the accident contract, each company vying 
with the other to introduce something new. 
Many of these provisions are catch penny 
flauses which are magnified by agents, Other 
provisions that~have coéme into the modera 
contract are really material and are costing | 
the companies a pretty penny. 

The Committee reported some months ago 
advocating a revision of the contract, but 
‘went too far in the minds of most.companfes, 
inasmuch as their officers contended that 
they were pruning away vital featuresofthe | 
policy. 


Conimittee Urges Restrictions. : 

Now the comntttee@kas takén another 
whirl and brings inja new Sag recommenda- 
tions that are mote conSer¥Vative. One rec- | 
oemmendat tion is that fHiidten’ S inSiirance be 
eliminated from the contract; another is that 
sneticidr ys insurance also taken out;

One of the mmportant features of the report 

of the committee is the adeption of a clause 
providing special indemnity for certain auto- 
mobile,. motorcycle, and motor boat acci- 
dents. It provfles that if such injury is sus- 
tained by the insured while driving or crank- 
automobile, motorcycle, or gasoline 
the company will pay only one-'| 
unt otherwise payable for usual

The automobile @4nd@ motércycle have be- 

come so prolific a breeder of accidents that 
the insuramce companies are beginning to 
the effect. _In fact, the automobile, in) 
case of many companies, is regarded as the 
chief cause of accident .claime. 


Accumulation Benefit Up. 

The so-called accumulation benefit clause 
is the one Which has been the most expen- 
of the’ modern policy contributions. 
Under this clause 5 per cent is added an- 
nually to the principal sum until such ad- 
ditions amount to 50 per cent. Some com-| 
panies hav¥e liberalized this feature and 
granted accumulations from the Sstart.: 
Therefore the companies have been paying 
out.extra sums of money witheut any ad- 
ditional premium. 

If a company desires to give full coverage 
for automobile accidents, the committee rec- 
ommends that an additional premium, not 
less than $2 for each $1,000 principal sum 
and $5 weekly indemnity, or that @ premium 
of not less than $1.20 per $1,000 for @eath 
anéd dismemberment ‘ policies  e@hal) be 

charged. Under the $1.20 rate there woul@ 
be no weekly indemnity. 


Expense Reduction Program Up.

U. S. “RURAL MARKET SERVICE” 
TO BEGIN OPERATIONS TODAY. 


New Branch of Department of Agri- 
culture Will Seek to Improve Mar- 
kets for Farmers. 


Washington, D. C., June.1.—The “ rural 
organization service,” a new branch of the 
department of agriculture, which includes 
a division of markets as one of its principal 
activities, will begin actual operation to- 
morrow with the arrival of Dr. Thomas N. 
Carver of Harvard university, who w1s se- 
lected some time ago to head the service. 

Announcement was made today that two 
of Dr. Carver's assistants will be Dr. Carl 
W. Thompson of Minnesota, who has been 
making.studies in that state of rural soctal 
and economic conditions, and L. H. Goddard, 
who has been studying farm management 
in Ohfo. 

Dr. Carver has been here for a number of 
conferénces in the last few months, but 
comes now to start the new work, having 
just finished his teaching at Harvard. 

The department.also announced that the 
efforts to study the farmers’ needs and then 
meet them would fall {nto three main groups, 
There will be “surveys” to get at the basic 
facts regarding various kinds of organized 
rural agencies, that already have been 
tried. to discover how and why they have 
failed or why they are succeeding; there will 
be investigations in certain regional units 
and among certain kinds of agriocuitura} 
interests to discover the reasons for exist- 
ing rural conditions, and then certain units 
of territory will be selected in which to make 
demonstrations and experiments with 
schemes designed to improve the farmers’ 
financial, physical, and social condition.

Cincinnati Citizen, Cured in Hospital
